A New York minister complains that America is sadly de­ 
ficient in men of genius. 
We are very prosperous, he admits, but we have no one to 
lead us in the realms of art. 
“ Show me,” he says, “ an American Shakespeare, a ( ar- 
uso or a Michael Angelo. 
America’s art has become the 
stag e; her music, jazz; her literature, the Sunday supple­ 
ment.” 
This is, perhaps, the most common criticism made of our 
modern civilization. 
Any man who is in any way connect­ 
ed with any of the arts or learned professions feels qualified 
to occupy a lofty seat and look down, partronizingly, on our 
leaders in industry and commerce. 
The age-old snobbery 
of Europe, which holds that there is something essentially 
ignoble in being "in trade,” is still with us. 
Men have been a long time in the process of rising from 
darkness to light, and they have had various kinds of lead­ 
ers to help them. They have had great poets and artists, to 
convince them of their own nobility and inspire them to 
higher intellectual levels; and they have also had more ma­ 
tt rial-minded men, to take the material obstacles out of 
their way and give them the leisure and the means to re­ 
spond to the spiritual leaders. And the mere fact that Amer­ 
ica produces more of the second kind of leaders than of the 
iirst. is no indictment of American culture. 
Michael Angelo, and the other great ones of the Italian 
renaissance, helped move the world into a new and better 
civilization. 
So did Shakespeare had his confreres of Eliza- 
bethian, England. 
That is what all great men, of whatever 
calling, always do; and it is precisely what our own great 
men are doing today. 
We have quit« * a g alaxy of great names in this year 19 29 . 
We have Ford, Edison, Milliken, Wright, Rockefeller and a 
host ol others— all of them touched with the indubitable 
mark of genius. 
They tower above the rest of us precisely 
as Michael Angelo towered above the ignorant Italian mass­ 
es ot his day. 
1 hey have had the vision to see a new kind 
ol world lying ahead ol us; a marvelous new world, in which 
matter can become the servant of mind, and in which every 
soul can be freed of the shackles of poverty and drudgery 
that have been man’s lot since the dawn of time.
